Radio crusade reaches prisons

When Greg Stilson and Jeff Eby 
speak of themselves as fence 
straddlers, they are not trying to 

sound wishy-washy. 
*  $tilson is president and Eby the 
chaplain and outreach director of 
Christ Truth Radio Crusade, an 
Upland-based organization aimed at 
reaching prisoners through the 
Bible. 

Describing their work as a 
‘Jiaison between two worlds,”’

Stilson said, ‘‘We’re on the fence. 
We have to convince people inside 
and out they’re human.” 

Eby said the ministry, not 
affiliated with any one church, gives 
Bibles, calendars, Christmas cards 
and other materials to inmates at 
‘‘183 prisons and_ penitentaries 
throughout the United States,’ 
working with prison chaplains. 

After a year off the airwaves, 
Christ Truth Radio Crusade. will 
begin broadcasting again this 
Saturday, he added.

Upland building 


Halfway through the city’s second 
year of growth management, con- 
dominiums continue to rate well un- 
der the plan and far outpace the con- 
ventional single-family homes so 
dominant during Upland’s recent 
building boom. 

Of the 298 units forwarded in the 
fifst two quarters of growth- 
management ratings, 232 of them 
have been condominiums. Single- 
family homes number 58 and there 
have been eight apartment units. 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
one of the major goals of Upland’s 
growth-management plan has con- 
tributed to the surge in con- 
dominium projects. 

The plan is designed to promote 
“‘infilling,’’ new construction in 
largely already developed areas. 
Young has noted the cost of exten- 
ding public services for infilling is 
less than for so-called ‘‘leapfrog”’ 
development, new construction in 
outlying areas. 

He pointed out many of the infill 
sections remaining in the city are 
zoned and designated in the general 
plan for multiple-family units. 
These tend to be in South Upland. 

Condominiums can be built on 
land zoned for multiple-family units, 
as well as single-family zoning. 

Upland’s recent boom in home 
construction, with its concentration 
on houses, gave a ‘‘distorted’’ pic- 
ture of residential building, Young 
said. 

He added that infilling has led 
developers to ‘focus attention’’ on 
« condominiums. 

The condominium trend was seen 
in Upland’s first year of the growth- 
management plan. Of 868 units ap- 
proved in the point-rating system, 
490 were condominiums, 301 
traditional single-family homes and 
77 apartment units. 

An administrative growth- 
management committee assigns 
points according to standards set 
when the city council approved the 
plan in June 1977. Only the top-rated 
projects are forwarded to the plan- 
ning commission for ratification of 
the point ratings. 

Later, the commission and the 
council review the particular merits 
of each project when their tentative 
tract maps, site plans or 
conditional-use permits come up for 
approval. 

Density is a key reason why 
Upland is getting condominium 
projects instead of apartments un- 
der growth management. 
Developers :who reduce the densities 
of their projects can accumulate 


On Thursday afternoons, prin- 
cipals and teachers gather in Room 
1 at Upland Elementary School and 
become the students in a unique 
class. 

With their pens and pencils pois- 
ed, the principals and one teacher 
from each of the Upland School 
District’s nine elementary and two 
junior high schools attend sessions 
of the district’s staff development 
program. 

Loren Sanchez, the district's 
assistant superintendent of instruc- 
tion, said the district is applying for 
its third year of federal funding 
through the state for the staff 
development program 

He estimated that the Upiand dis- 
trict may be only one of 20 districts 
of some 1,100 in the state that have a 
‘‘eomprehensive staff development 
program.”’ 

‘Along with turning the tables on a 
group of principals and teachers, 
Sanchez said the staff development 
program keeps administrators and 
instructors abreast of theories and 
techniques in education. 

Sanchez noted the ‘‘science of 


more points. 

Young said, ‘‘One principle thing 
that came out is that although these 
areas are zoned for multiple family, 
the actual densities are turning out 
to be less than half what’s per- 
mitted.”’ 

He described the plan as having a 
‘‘softening effect’’ on areas 
“otherwise substantially impacted 
through high density residential 
use. 

Numbers play an_ instrumental 
role in growth management, but an 
important figure is determined not 
by Upland, but by the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District. 

Because of limited sewage capaci- 
ty, Upland’s allocation for new 
residential units for connection to 
the regional sewage system is now 
restricted to 500 annually. 

Upland set 125 units as a target for 
the maximum number of units 
forwarded each quarter to the plan- 
ning commission. So far in fiscal 
1978-79, the city is running ahead of 
this pace with 298 units approved for 
the first two quarters. 

Young said the residential pro- 
jects forwarded in the last half of 
the year will determine how the 
remaining 202 units will be divided 
between the final two quarters. 

He added that the total number of 
units might be revised higher or 
lower if the Chino Basin district 
finds its projections on sewage 
capacity are off, but substantial 
changes will probably wait for ex- 
pansion of Regional Plant No. 1 to 
be completed in 1980. 

Meanwhile, developers compete 
for ratings something like television 
networks. 

Projects totaling hundreds of un- 
its fall short under the rating system 
each quarter, and Young said some 
projects have been waiting eight or 
nine months for point totals high 
enough to get off the shelves. 

Young noted developers reduce 
densities or add amenities to gain 
growth-management points. In one 
case, an apartment project started 
with a minus 20 points, but ultimate- 
ly received 43.4 points and approval. 

Young said he expects changes in 
growth management in Upland’s 
future, but added, ‘‘I envision the 
city will continue to practice growth 
management in one form or another 
until all vacant residential land is 
exhausted.”’ 

“Growth management has reduc- 
ed the impact of urbanization on the 
existing community and allowed the 
city to timely plan for the provision 
of municipal services.” 


teaching’ has advanced greatly in 
the last 20 years, comparing the 
changes to those in engineering 
although not as dramatic. 


Topics covered in the program 
may bear directly on instructional 
technique. Sanchez gave an example 
as developing and extending 
students’ thinking skills through 
“Bloom’s taxonomy of the cognitive 
domain.” 

Or they may focus on manage- 
ment skills. Kathy Murphy — one of 
the two staff development resource 
teachers, along with Pat Wolfe — 
covered decision-making by consen- 
sus and other methods during her 
discussion last Thursday. 


Radio station KIEV in Los 
Angeles will carry the 15-minute 
program — ‘‘Sharing Time,’’ 
featuring interviews with inmates 
— at 7:45 a.m. Saturdays. 

Eby’s office at the organization’s 
headquarters, 113 N. First Ave., 
doubles as an engineering booth, 
where tapes and recording 
equipment abound. 

There he and Stilson recently 
outlined some of their goals and 
pointed out changes since the 
minis‘ry was founded in Upland 30 
years ago. 

Once well known nationally 
through its radio broadcasts, Stilson 
said the ministry has ‘“‘shrunk”’ in its 
overall approach and is small 
compared to other organizations 
doing similar work. 

“So we try to deal on a personal 
basis,”’ he said. 

Stilson added, ‘‘Giving a Bible is 
more than transferring material. To 
us it signifies a changed life.” 

In addition to Bibles, the ministry 
supplies inmates with a Bible study 
course, “Building Walls of Faith.” 

Both Stilson and Eby stressed that 
numbers do not tell the ministry’s 
story, but Christ Truth Radio 
Crusade has distributed more than 
56,000 Bibles to prisoners over the 
last five years. 

“We're nationwide and we don’t 
need to be,”’ said Eby, who speaks to 
church gatherings and serves as a 
volurteer chaplain at area prisons. 

Stiison, who travels to prisons 
throughout the country, said: the 
ministry focuses more today on 
changes the Bibles foster in 
inmates, rather than on sheer 
numbers. 

“We've become well aware that 
the prison system as it stands today 
does not rehabilitate,”’ he said. 


Ray W. Ferguson of Upland 
has been appointed chairman 
of the engineering and 
operations committee of the 
board of directors of the 
Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California.

Stilson prefers the term 
‘“‘regeneration,’’ saying, 
‘‘Rehabilitation stinks, but 
regeneration daily through Jesus 
Christ is real.” / 

He and Eby noted many prison 
programs turn into a ‘‘sham,”’ 
because inmates learn what words 
to say to impress various 
counselors, social workers and 
others. 

Eby said, ‘“‘We offer the one 
program that eliminates phonies ... 
When a man accepts Jesus Christ as 
his savior, all eyes are on him — 
he’s not playing a game.”’ 

He added the limited figures that 
exist show an inmate who has found 
religion while serving time is much 
less likely to become a repeater. 
For other inmates, prison can be a 
school toward becoming a more ac- 
complished criminal, Eby noted. 

Eby said fear breeds violence in 
prison but the Bible can replace fear 
with peace. On the outside, he 
added, Christian forgiveness and 
ties to churches are the keys to 
helping a former convict stay out of 
prison. 

When he addresses church groups, 
Eby said, ‘I ask if we can count on 
the church taking a man in. I 
haven’t found any that say ‘‘no”’ 
outright.’”’ 

However, he later noted that 
while his remarks are usually well 
received, pledges of funds or 


. volunteering time at local prisons 


are harder to come by. Limited 
funding, received from 
contributions, so far has prevented 
the ministry from starting a 
followup program heiping inmates 
returning to society. 

Another stumbling block centers 
on facts and allegations revealed 
after the murder of the Rev. Dan 
Gilbert at the Uplander Motor Hotel 
in 1962. 

Gilbert, an evangelist who was a 
gifted speaker, founded the ministry 
in 1949. With evidence pointing his 
romantic involvement with the chief 
suspect's wife, Gilbert’s reputation 
suffered and so did the ministry’s. 
Misuse of the organization’s funds 
was also alleged. 

Stilson’s father, Charles, joined 
the ministry shortly before Gilbert 
was killed and carried on its work 
until he died in 1974. The younger 
Stilson became president and Eby 
joined shortly thereafter. 

Stilson said many people have 
forgotten the good work Gilbert-did 
in the wake of the murder and 
investigation and trial that followed. 
Both he and Eby said the ministry 
and Dan Gilbert were not one and 
the same. 

Referring to Gilbert, Stilson 
recalled, ‘“‘He seemed to have a 
special place in his heart for people 
in prison.”

Staff development program 
Upland district trains educators 


But Sanchez stressed that the 
students are the ones who ultimate- 
ly benefit frorn the program. 


He described the staff develop 
ment program as having a kind of 
“ripple effect.’’ Assisted by their 
“support’’ teachers, principals pass 
along what they learn to the educa- 
tion staff at their schools with the 
hope of improving learning. 


Under the broad category of in- 
structional leadership, Sanchez 
identified four areas of concentra- 
tion for the program: classroom 
management, instructicnal skills, 
clinical supervision and _instruc- 
tional materials. 


He indicated that principals play a 
key, but often unrecognized role in 
this instructional leadership. An 
Upland principal typically makes 
about 100 formal observations — 
both unannounced and with advance 
knowledge — of classes during the 
school year, he said. 


However, Sanchez noted few prin- 
cipals ever received specific train- 
ing in what to look for and what 
suggestions to make. 


Along with the Thursday sessions,

Packing house plans 
to close, council told

A part owner of the Euclid Avenue 
Orange Association, an Upland 
fixture for 50 years, told the city 
council Monday night the citrus 
packing house definitely plans to 
cease operations this summer. 

Ged Tilden said a new plant, the 
Arlington Heights Citrus Co., should 
be in full operation by late July or 
early August. The packing house 
will replace facilities that burned 
down two years ago in Arlington. 

Tilden, part owner of both the 
Upland and Arlington packing 
houses, said, ‘‘We have gone ahead 
with the Arlington Heights facility, 
and as soon as it is completed, we’re 
going to close the Euclid Avenue 
orange plant.” 

He added, ‘‘We have tried very 
hard to get along with our 
neighbors.’ 

The packing house in south Upland 
has been a target of complaints, 
particularly over truck traffic, from 
nearby residents of Euclid Place. 

Premo Valle, a spokesman for the 
residents, said ‘‘80 percent or more 
of the problem is still with the noise, 
congestion and nuisance of the 
trucks.” 

He noted residents first brought 
their concerns to the city council in 
September 1977. Valle said he ‘‘laid 


low”’ on complaints since a meeting - 


last July with packing house owners 
and city officials. 

The owners made a commitment 
then to close the Upland plant once 
the Arlington packing house opened. 
The opening was scheduled for this 
month or April, Valle said. 

Valle noted an article appearing in 
the Jan. 30 edition of The Daily 
Report rekindled his concerns over 
the future of the Euclid Avenue 
Orange Association. 

That article — based on an 
interview with Tilden’s brother, 
William — stated the packing house 


conferences that follow.

He told The Daily Report in 
January packing house owners were 
unsure about future use of the 
Upland site, but held out the 
possibility of continuing in the citrus 
business on a much smaller scale in 
Upland. 

William Tilden also mentioned 
conversion of the site for use in 
retail sales, a warehouse or a 
restaurant, among other 
possibilities. 

He is on a skiing vacation in 
Colorado and could not be reached 
this morning for comment. 

However, his brother said the 
Upland packing house will definitely 
be shut down once the Arlington site 
is ready. : 

Ged Tilden pointed out rain has 
caused construction delays, pushing 
back the opening date from spring to 
summer. He noted grading is 
complete and the “equipment is 
probably 90 percent built.’’ 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy, 
who attended that meeting last July, 
said, ‘‘I was a little disturbed when I 
read The Daily Report. I thought 
there was’ an indication they were 
reneging on this commitment. 

No, sir,” Tilden said. 

After the meeting, he said the 
packing house has had discussions 
with representatives of restaurants, 
but no definite plans for conversion 
have been reached. F

More than 2,000 Montclair elernentary and parochial 
school students crammed into the Chaffey High School 
auditorium last week and yelled ‘‘Kid Power” with such 
force that some city and school officials were driven out 
by the noise. 

It was an indication of the amount of enthusiasm and 
energy generated by ‘‘Uncle Bill,’ who presented his 
well-known anti-vandalism program to two mass assem- 
blies of students earlier this week. 

The two programs, designed to teach civic responsibil- 
ity to Montclair youths as the kickoff event for the Mont- 
clair Pride Program, were presented in the Chaffey High 
School auditorium. 

“Uncle’’ Bill Gray, a former public relations consul- 
tant and coordinator of the innovative anti-vandalism 
program, spoke to more than 4,000 elementary and paro- 
chial school students during the two 2-hour mass assem- 
blies. ; 

The approximate $2,000 cost for transporting the stu- 
dents to Chaffey High School, renting the auditorium and 
duplicating the materials to be used during the pre and 
post tests was paid jointly by the Montclair Chamber of 
Commerce, the Ontafio-Montclair School District and 
the Montclair Kiwanis Club. 

Gray donated his time to coordinate and present the 

same anti-vandalism program that has been proven ef- 
fective throughout Southern California in substantially 
reducing school vandalism and violence. 
.. The program also was used to kickoff the Montclair 
Pride Program, designed to gather community support 
for-and involvement in Montclair’s pursuit of the nation- 
al “‘All America City’’ award. 

The Montclair City Council, the Ontario-Montclair 


School District board of trustees, city and school offi- 
cials and department heads, school teachers and aides, 
community service clubs and organizations, high school 
and junior high school student councils all expressed 
unanimous support of Gray and his program. 

Junior high school students soon will be competing 
with each other to see how clean they can keep their 
campuses, according to Gray, who said he expects to 
help Montclair schools set up programs to continue the 
lessons taught during the assemblies.

Kaiser pollution 


rule revisions

LOS ANGELES — New pollution 
controls for the troublesome coke 
ovens at Kaiser Steel’s Fontana 
plant were submitted Friday to the 
South Coast Air Quality Manage- 
ment District board. 

The controls would reduce 
pollutants from the 315 coke ovens 
‘‘by about the same amount”’ as the 
original rule, said J.A. ‘“‘Jeb” 
Stuart, the district’s executive of- 
ficer. 

‘“‘But Kaiser would have a little 
more time to get there,’’ Stuart add- 
ed. 

The revisions were prompted by a 
judge’s decision eight months ago 
that Kaiser Steel could not face 
criminal prosecution for violations 
of the original rule. 

The district board will consider 
the revisions at a public hearing in 
West Covina April 6, almost two 
years to the day it adopted the 
original rule. 

Kaiser Steel’s coke ovens are con- 
sidered the most persistent and 
most difficult air pollution problem 
at the Fontana plant. Two of the 
seven coke oven batteries date back 
to the plant’s founding in 1942. 

Coal is placed into the ovens and 
converted to coke, an essential 
material in making steel. 

The district rule is intended to 
control. particulates, sulfur oxides 
and other pollutants leaking from 
those ovens. Carcinogens, or 
cancer-causing agents, have been 
identified in those pollutants. 

The revised rule would be more 
lenient for the five coke oven 
batteries built before 1955, at least 
until the oven doors can be modified 
to comply with air pollution control 
standards. Kaiser Steel would be 
given until the end of 1981 to do this. 

The rule would apply stricter stan- 
dards to doors of the two coke oven 
batteries built after 1955. 

No more than 12 percent of the 
doors of the coke ovens in the five 
oldest batteries would be allowed to 
leak at any one time under the revis- 
ed rule. The limit would be 8 percent 
for doors of the coke ovens in the 
two newer batteries. 

The original rule limited such 
leaks to 10 percent of the doors of all 
batteries. A battery consists of 45 
separate ovens. 

The revised rule also says the 
number of leaking doors would be 
averaged for both sides of coke oven 
batteries rather than each side 
separately. The permitted average 
would be 10 percent. 

“They (Kaiser) must meet both 
standards or they're in violation,”’ 
Stuart said in a brief interview with 
The Daily Report.

executives over the past seven 
months. The district board told its 
staff Aug. 4 to review the original 
rule. 

Stuart said Kaiser Steel has not 
agreed to every provision of the 
revised rule. 

“Kaiser says they have some 
problems with it; I don’t think the 
are serious problems,”’ Stuart said. 

Ray Robinson, Kaiser Steel 
spokesman, described it later as ‘‘a 
very tough rule.’’ 

Kaiser Steel executives received a 
copy of the proposed revisions 
earlier this week, ‘‘and we will have 
to look at it as it affects our 
operations,’’ Robinson said. 

Robinson said company. ex- 
ecutives plan to withhold further 
public comment on the revisions un- 
til the April 6 hearing. 

Representatives of Local 7869 of 
the United Steelworkers of America 
did not participate directly in the 
negotiations which led to the propos- 
ed revisions, Stuart said, ‘‘but I 
think they know about it.’”’ 

A member of the district board, 
Gladys Meade, Had requested com- 
ments from the union which 
represents most of the 7,000 
employees at the Fontana plant. 

The original rule was part of a 
1977 settlement’ involving 1,142 
alleged air pollution violations at 
the Fontana plant. Practicaily all 
the alleged violations were detected 
in the coke ovens. 

Under the 1977 settlement, Kaiser 
Steel was forced to pay a record $2.1 
million in fines and comply with the 
rule. 

The settlement ended a threat by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency to blacklist Kaiser Steel for 
the alleged violations, detected dur- 
ing an intensive four-day inspection 
in September 1976. 

In two San Bernardino Superior 
Court actions filed in 1977 and 1978, 
Kaiser Stee; challenged both the 
reasonableness of the rule and its 
constitutional validity for criminal 
prosecution.

Dr. Greenway said Kellogg West 
has been attracting a growing 
number of business meetings partly 
because of an increasing emphasis 
in business on staff development and 
organizational renewal. . 


‘“‘There is a growing 
understanding that the toughest test 
of management is management of 
human resources,” she said. 


The center includes meeting 
rooms, dining rooms and a lodge. 


Among the firms which send 
employees for meetings are the 
three largest accounting firms in 
the U.S. Dr. Greenway said they 
send new recruits to the conference 
center to instruct them on company 
goals, not accounting. 

Perhaps those who travel the 
greatest distance to Kellogg West 
are the Japanese businessmen who 


come to learn about American 
business techniques and technology. 

For example, Japanese food 
industry executives come to hear 
lectures (translated for them by 
members of the Cal Poly faculty) 
and tour local supermarkets. 

Professional groups also hold 
their annual meetings at the center, 
among them measurement science 
engineers, the corrosion engineering 
society and the California English 
Testing Service. 


Besides providing facilities for 
group meetings, Kellogg West offers 
courses and seminars for local 
residents. It has a. business 
certificate program in nine core 
areas and holds one-day seminars 
especially designed for people at the 
supervisory level who are just 
learning the ropes. 

Dr. Greenway said the center, 
established in 1971 with a grant from 
the W. K. Kellogg Foundation, was 
“designed with great thought as a 


center for adults to learn in.” 

It is the tenth educational center 
to be built with a grant from the 
foundation started by Kellogg, once 
the owner of the land where Cal 
Poly now stands. He originally 
established an Arabian horse ranch 
there in 1925. 

For use in the meeting rooms, 
which can accommodate groups as 
small as eight or as large as 300, all 
kinds of audiovisual equipment is 
available, even videotape gear and 
computer linkups at extra cost. 

The dining room, where Cal Poly 
hotel and restaurant management 
students work on internships, has 
seating for more than 300. 

There are 87 lodge rooms, 51 built 
when Kellogg West was established 
in 1971 and 36 in an addition 
constructed last year with funds 
from the Kellogg Foundation and 


other sources. 
Though located on the Cal Poly 


campus, Kellogg West sustains 
itself without use of tax funds.

Road repairs. 
to be made 
by Montclair 


The Montclair Public 
Works Department will now 
repave or repair any streets 
cut or broken by the Monte 
Vista County Water Dis- 
trict, the water district 
board announced Wednes- 
day. 

Both the city and the wa- 
ter district entered into a 
joint agreement that elimi- 
nates the water district 
from using a private con- 
tractor to repave the street 
cuts made when installing 
or repairing a water or sew- 
er line. 

The water district will be 
responsible for notifying the 
city public works depart- 
ment by telephone when a 
street needs repairs, and 
keeping a log of all calls for 
service made to the city. 

The city will charge the 
water district a regular 
rate for the repaving ser- 
vice, the cost depending on 
the thickness of the asphalt 
and the square footage to be 
repaved. 

If a square foot of asphalt 
had to be repaved by the 
city to l-inch thickness, the 
city would charge the water 
district 95 cents; a square 
foot of asphalt repaved to 3 
inch thickness would cost 
$1.15. 

A similar agreement, in 
the form of a resolution, 
was approved by the Mont- 
clair City Council last week. 

“It’s in the best interests 
of the district to allow the 
city to do the work, espe- 
cially since it’s less expen- 
sive,’’ than using a private 
contractor, said Jack 
George, water district 
board president. 

“It’s not cost effective 
for the district to use an in- 
dependent contractor to do 
it (the repaving),” said G. 
Michael Milhiser, city ad- 


ministrator. ‘‘The district 
would rather use the city in- 
stead.” 

Milhiser noted, however, 
“if our own workload gets 
too heavy, we’ll have to rec- 
ommend they (the district) 
use an independent contrac- 
tor,”’ for some of the work. 

Regardless of whether 
the water district uses city 
services or hires an inde- 
pendent contractor, ‘‘it’s 
imperative to get these re- 
pairs (on city streets) done 
in a timely manner,’’ Mil- 
hiser said. 

He explained that several 
complaints have been re- 


ceived by residents who 
claim their cars were dam- 
aged after driving over un- 
repaired roads in the city. 

In a related matter, pri- 
vate developers who plan to 
cut into Montclair city 
streets will be responsible 
for a $200 refundable depos- 
it, the Montclair City Coun- 
cil decided last week. 

The council, in the same 
resolution which estab- 
lished service to the water 
district, required any devel- 
oper cutting into a street to 
pay a $200 refundable depos- 
it as insurance in case the 
street is not repaved prop- 
erly. 

If the developer repaves 
the street to the satisfaction 
of the city, the $200 will be 
refunded. 

But if the developer does 
not repave the street, or 
does not do so satisfactori- 
ly, the city will keep the 
$200. 

If the city is not able to 
satisfactorily complete the 
work even with the $200, 
any additonal cost over the 
$200 will be billed to the de- 
veloper, who will be respon- 
sible for paying any 
additional cost.

was the reduction in libraries’ hours 
of service and sizes of the staffs. 
Now and in the near future, the cut- 
ting of financial corners in buying 
books and supplying magazines and 
newspapers will be evident. 


Librarians have assured patrors 
that every effort will be ma*’« 
within the Inland Library system to 
find the magazines and/or pavers 
they seek. 
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Cucamonga Branch Library said out 
of 150 magazine subscriptions, he 
had to cut out 50, and many essential 
ones had to be eliminated. 


“But we tried to work with other 
branches, so if we had two car or 
two photography magazine sub- 
scriptions, we would keep one and 
another library would subscribe to 
the other. Then we can borrow back 
and forth.’’ 


The main problem in this arrange- 
‘ment is that it takes time, Pringle 
admitted, and could be discouraging 
to a patron in a rush. 


The Inland Libary System consists 
of 11 independent public libraries in 
San Bernardino, Inyo and Riverside 
Counties. All have agreed to 
cooperate in their efforts to locate, 
deliver and share their résources to 


. provide total library service. 


Member libraries are connected 
to each other by telecommunication 
equipment and a delivery system is 
utilized for request of materials or 
information from other libraries. 

At the Ontario City Library, Bar- 
vata Flynn, head of technical ser- 
vices, said budget expenditure cuts 
in materials were made in order to 
retain personnel. In the periodicals 
area, she said an attempt was made 
to slash all subject areas. There are 
168 magazines and newspapers hot 
on the subscription list for 1979. 

Linda Yao, librarian of the 
Upland Public Library, said due to 
Proposition 13, the separate Upland 
library tax was ‘‘wiped out.” Mrs. 
Yao said this has resulted in cutting 
personnel and a decrease of 30 per- 
cent in service hours. 
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Few periodicals were cut, she 
said, but admitted by 1980, more 
cuts will be made. ‘‘We only. cut 
periodicals which were of interest to 
small groups,” she said. 

With the decrease in service 
hours, only an 18 percent decrease 
in circulation has been realized, the 
Upland librarian noted. 

Dorothy Berkoff, head librarian of 
the Montclair Branch Library, said 
that library is not getting many new 
books. 

“It looks very dreary,’’ she said. 
“We belong to a rotating leasing 
plan, and of 110 new books, we had 
to send all but 10 back.” 

The Montclair Library will go 
from a budget of $12,000 to $5,000, 
Mrs. Berkoff said, but didn’t think 
the impact will be felt until May, 
primarily due to continued subscrip- 
tions still being received. 

At the Chino Branch Library, 
Susan Scamara, head of the 
children’s library services, speaking 
for Linda Humphrey, librarian, said 
the cutback in periodicals would 
amount to about 50 percent there. 

‘‘We didn’t cut the popular 
magazines. such as ‘Time’ and 
‘Newsweek.’ The. Chino Library 
also is anticipating more cuts in per- 
sonnel in May, following the cuts 
made in January of this year. 

All librarians said every. effort 
will be made to give the quickest 
and most efficient service to 
patrons regardless of cutbacks in 
time, personnel and books, along 
with magazines and. papers. 
Reference departments are still 
functioning with resources available 
to them from a wide area.
